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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 

forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
29, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The limitation, "uncrosslinked" is deemed to 
be new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20-21 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 20, the recitation "at an elevated swelling rate that is at least 125% 
greater than the natural swelling rate" contradicts the earlier recitation of "configured to 
hydrate from a dehydrated state to a hydrated state at natural swelling rate." 

In claim 21, the recitation "hydrates to an elevated equilibrium swelling level that 

is at least 110% greater than the natural equilibirum swelling level" contradicts the 
earlier recitation of "configured to hydrate from a dehydrated state to a natural 
equilibrium swelling level." 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 22-24 and 29-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bao (US 5192,326). 

Bao discloses a prosthetic nucleus 10 having a hydrogel core wherein the 
hydrogel core can be either crosslinked or uncrosslinked polymers including: salts of 
poly(acrylic acid) or polyacrylates, poly(vinylalcohols) or polyacrylonitrile (col. 8, lines 
19-35, col. 11, lines 29-42 and col. 14, lines 13-61). 

Bao also discloses that the degree of swelling capability or swelling rate or 
equilibirum water content or equilibrium swelling level of the hydrogel can be increased 
by the introduction of charged groups for e.g., cationic monomers. Bao also identifies 
salts of polyacrylic acid or polyacrylates to be a superabsorbent. It is noted that a salt 
would inherently contain a cation.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20-21 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bao et al. (US 5,192,326). 

Bao discloses all elements of the claimed invention except for: (1 ) an equilibrium 
swelling level that is at least 110% greater than the natural equilibrium swelling level; 
and (2) an elevated swelling rate that is at least 125% greater than the natural swelling 
rate. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have adjusted the introduction of charged groups in the Bao 
hydrogel core to obtain an equilibrium swelling level at least 110% greater than the 
natural equilibrium swelling level or an elevated swelling rate that is at least 125% 
greater than the natural swelling rate, since it has been held that discovering an 
optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
